Dec. 8 —The death of 
Mrs. Nancy 
Allison 
McKinley, the 
venerable mother of the president, who 
was stricken with paralysis yesterday is 
believed to be only a question of a short 
time. 
Not since Mrs. McKinley was 
stricken has there been a favorable 
feature in her condition. 
That the at­ 
tack woald ultimately end in death was 
the first fear of the family on discover­ 
ing her illness, and the consultations of 
the attending physicians have tended to 
confirm tim belief. 
The paralysis, when it first appeared, 
was not of a serious form, and seemed 
ouly to have affected her vocal chords. 
bb® was able to walk from her own bed 
chamber to that of her daughter, Miss 
Helen McKinley, to give the first inti­ 
mation of the attack, and at that time 
seemed to be in possession of all her 
mental and physical faculties, but st«ou 
afterward a change was noticed and she 
sank into a condition of semi-conscious­ 
ness, in which she has lance remained. 
Mother McKinley had been slightly 
ill for several days with a mild attack 
of the grip.

Ca stow, O.. Dec. 8 —The death of 
Mrs. Nancy 
Allison 
McKinley, the 
venerable mother of the president, who 
wa* stricken with paralysis yesterday is 
believed to be only a question of a short 
time. 
Not since Mrs. McKinley was 
stricken has there been a favorable 
feature in her condition. 
That the at­ 
tack woald ultimately end in death was 
the first fear of the family on discover­ 
ing her illness, and the consultations of 
the attending physicians have tended to 
confirm this belief. 
The paralysis, when it first appeared, 
was not of a serious form, and seemed 
only to have affected her vocal chords. 
She was able to walk from her ovvu bed 
chamber to that of hex daughter, Miss 
Helen McKinley, to give the first inti­ 
mation of the attack, and at that time 
seemed to be in possession of all her 
mental and physical faculties, but soon 
afterward a change was noticed and she 
Rank into a condition of semi-oonscious- 
ness, in which she has since remained. 
Mother McKinley had been slightly 
ill for several days with a mild attack 
of the grip. 
She had been up aud about 
the house aud no serious results from 
lier illness were apprehended. 
Hap son 
Abner McKinley of New York arrived 
in Canton on Tuesday and his mother 
seemed to be greatly cheered by his 
presence. 
Abner McKinley communicated with 
the president as soon as he learned the 
serums nature of the illness of his 
mother, and the president asked that he 
be advised immediately of every cliauge.
